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A Gay’s Liberation

NEW YORK 
( N E A ) - In 
this day of the gay libera­ 
tion movem ent it is quite a 
switch to m eet an individual 
who is living proof that the 
statem ent, 
“ Once 
gay, al­ 
ways gay,” is a myth. 
The 
form er 
homosexual 
says that “I don’t miss the 
gay life. Most ot it was not 
much fun, although 1 c e r ­ 
tainly gave it a wholehearted 
try over a long period of 
tim e.” 
The m an speaking is “ Wil­ 
liam Aaron,” at least th a t’s 
the nam e on the cover of his 
r e c e n t l y published book. 
“ Straight ‘ A 
Heterosexual 
Talks About His Homosexual 
P a s t,” (Doubleday). 
Aaron 
explains 
that 
his 
transform ation from homo­ 
sexuality to heterosexuality 
was “ neither easy nor in­ 
stantaneous, but worth every 
bit of effort that went into 
it. 1 like being m arried: it 
gives me a feeling of stabil­ 
ity and rightness that I never 
had before,” he says. 
The nam e William Aaron 
is a pseudonym, even though 
the author says that his n a t­ 
ural tendency was to “ tell 
all under my real nam e and 
let the chips fall where they 
m a y .” 
Now he has been happily 
m arried for seven years and 
has two sons. He says he 
didn’t want to upset his in­ 
laws with “ such a candid 
account of the pa t life ot 
i'ne m an their daughter m a r­ 


ried.” 
Aaron’s wife, however, has 
known all along about his 
past and before their m a r ­ 
riage told him that if she 
lost him to either other w om ­ 
en or men it would only be 
because she deserved it. 
William A a r o n was no 
part-tim e homosexual. Until 
he was in his early 30s he

was part of the total hom o­ 
sexual 
scene; 
sordid 
one- 
night affairs with m en in 
steam baths or strange a p a rt­

sexual 
contact with a woman. 


The 40-year-old believes he 
was 
led 
to. homosexuality 
“ because of terrible child­ 
hood 
fears 
of 
impotence. 
Male things m ade me n erv­ 
ous and edgy. 1 was sm a rt 
enough to see that something 
was wrong, but not sm art 
e n o u g h to do something 
about it,” he recalls of his 


childhood years. 
H o m o s e x u a l i t y , he ex­ 
plains, is a strongly addic­ 
tive problem. “ You have a 
m om entary fixation with sex 
and within a few hours ev­ 
erything 
is gone and you 
have to start ag ain.” There 
is rarely any kind of ra p ­ 
port or relationship such as 
can be found in norm al het­ 
erosexual courtship. 
As for the gay liberation 
m ovem ent and their “ gay is 
good.” slogan. Aaron has a 
range of opinions. He can't 
understand the slogan be­ 
cause he says that “ I c a n ’t 
see that there’s any achieve­ 
ment to being a homosexual, 
so why be proud of it.” 
On the other side, how­ 
ever, he believes that the 
g a y 
liberation 
m ovem ent 
m ay help homosexuals r e ­ 
c o n d i t i o n themselves. “ I 
think one can be very sym ­ 
pathetic with political and 
economic aim s of all mili­ 
tant groups. Single people 
deserve e q u a l treatm ent. 
W hether or not a person is a 
homosexual 
should 
h a v e 
nothing to do with his job 
application.” 
Gay 
l i b e r a t i o n , 
says 
Aaron, has m any healthy a s­ 
pects, “ but it is significant 
to me that it is mostly m ade 
up of very young m en who 
have not yet had a chance 
to be disillusioned. As homo­ 
sexuals get older m ore and 
more of them live in con­ 
stant frustration of trying to 
m aintain youth or other il­ 
lusions.” 
He is amazed at the num ­ 
ber of psychiatrists who are 


“ trying to m ake a person a 
happy homosexual when it's 
just as easy to try to m ake 
him a heterosexual.” 
Then, should treatm ent be 
m ade m andatory for homo­ 
sexuals? ” 1 would never say 
that people should be coerced. 
People have to have options, 
though, and one of the op­ 
tions lacking has been the 
option to be reconditioned to 
heterosexuality.” 
If he had the chance to 
talk to young homosexuals 
Aaron says that he would 
“ urge 
t h e m 
to 
try 
the 
straight way of life just so 
they would know for certain. 
Then they would not be vic­ 
tim s any m ore, they would 
have had a choice.” 
Once Aaron himself found 
that he could function hetero- 
sexuallv he never wanted to 
go back to the gay life. “ I 
suddenly saw my past in a 
whole new light. I had been 
rom anticizing it.” 
Interestingly, A a r o n has 
m aintained m any of his old 
friends in the gay world— 
strictly as friend?. He and 
his wife still see them social­ 
ly 
“ I would n e v e r try to 
change them. T just believe 
in having a choice, but there 
are just so m any people who 
don’t know—or don’t believe 
—they really have a choice.”

Lamb — 1 am 6« 
years old and have swelling 
in my feet and ankles, also

the next day it is 112 or 
more. I feel huge. 1 have 
been under a doctor’s care, 
but am frightened because 
my eyelids are still swollen, 
and as soon as I stop taking 
water pills, I begin to swell. 
Would 
you please discuss 
edema and what a person 
can eat to feel comfortable. 
I am afraid to drink any 


water or eat anything at this 
time. I would certainly ap­ 
preciate your advice as I 
must work five days a week 
in order to I ve and pay my 
bills. 
Dear Reader 
There are 
nt mere us causes for accu­ 
mulation 
of 
fluid, 
called 
edema, 
Sometimes 
it 
Is 
caused by hormones. Fluid 
may accumulate before the 


monthly period, and many 
women have difficulties with 
this problem in the meno­ 
pausal and post-menopausal 
periods when they are tak­ 
ing hormones. 


Heart 
disease 
can 
also 
cause 
edema 
because 
of 
poor 
circulation. 
11 
can 
cause fluid to accumulate in 
the lungs, causing an asth­ 
matic type reaction, some­ 
times called cardiac asthma, 
or it can cause fluid in the 
feet, legs, liver and else­ 
where. So can kidney dis­ 
ease. 
The important thing to do 
is to correct the underlying 
problem, if possible, whether 
it is hormones, heart, liver, 
kidney or otherwise. 
Obviously, since there are 
so many causes for edema, 


its treatment involves a long 
list of different medicines. 
Only your doctor, who is 
totally familiar with your 
case and understands the 
causes for your edema, can 


know which one of these is 
proper in your case. 
The diet is important in 
most of these problems and 
! would especially want you 
to know that drinking ordi­ 
nary water in most instances 
will not influence your reten­ 
tion of fluid. Rarely the sodi­ 
um content of city water is 
too high. If so you buy bot­ 


tled water, make sure it is 
distilled water, not mineral 
water. Vour body remains 
fluid because it retains the 
sodium that occurs in salt. 
Distilled water does not con­ 
tain sodium. 
Fruits and fruit juices are 
allowed and usually contain 
very little sodium. Although 
s o m e 
vegetables 
contain 
some sodium, if they are 
cooked without salt and no 
salt is added, they can usual­ 
ly be eaten. The same thing 
applies to rice and 
most 
cereals. Of course, you need 
to avoid products made with 
salt, like some bakery prod­ 
ucts. Sodium occurs in most 
animal products, including 
meat, fish, fowl and dairy 
products. These have to be 
eaten iri limited quantities 
to restrict the salt intake in 
the diet. However, if one 
overdoes this, he will not be 
getting

protein.

EXIT VON BRAUN 
AND AN ERA 
Wernher von Braun’s acceptance of a job with 
Fairchild 
Industries, effective Saturday, July 
1, 
epitomizes the U. S. space program’s loss of glamor. 
Although he never held a higher post than deputy 
associate administrator with the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, von Braun always was the 
most celebrated figure in the agency. As a New York 
Times reporter noted (May 27, 1972), he is “one of 
those rare engineers with charisma.” 
By the same token, NASA was for several years one 
of the few government agencies with charisma. Its 
success in catching up to and then surpassing the 
Russians in manned space flight captured the public’s 
imagination. The agency’s finest hour came on July 20, 
1969, when Apollo 11 astronauts successfully landed 
on the moon. 
It was a proud moment for von Braun in particular. 
He had directed development of the world’s most 
powerful rocket, the Saturn V, used successfully on all 
manned moon missions to date. Von Braun claims that 
exploration of outer space was his objective even 
when he was building the V-2 rockets that Nazi 
Germany rained on England toward the end of World 
War II. “We felt a genuine regret that our missile, born 
of idealism ... had joined in the business of killing,” he 
told a New Yorker interviewer in 1951. “We had 
designed it to blaze the trail to other planets, not to 
destroy our own.” 
Von Braun, who turned 60 in March, may have felt 
that NASA offered no further challenges .The Apollo

“ Hut they’re not man enough 
to handle either job." 
Ford says he’s not indicting 
all of today’s youth, but rather 
the vocal few who grab most of 
the headlines. 
And it’« not just the youth 
who upset him. 
“ When we get to a place (in 
America) where our people in 
high places won’t define what’s 
right and what’s wrong, then 
we’re in pretty bad shape,” the 
53-year-old Ford says. “ We are 
going through the period of the 
giant 
cop-out. 
They 
won’t 
close down dirty movies, so 
they’re 
getting dirtier. They 
say trying one drug won’t lead 
to a stronger one. 
“ I think this too will pass. 
But when it does we’re going 
to look back and see some 


scarred minds and bodies of 
kids 11 through 20.” 
D o e s 
he 
t h in k 
the 
pendulum of moral values will 
swing the other way? 
“ I’ve got to think that, or 
I ’d 
go somewhere else," he 
answers. 
The genial Tennessean is no 
s t r a n g e r 
t o 
y o u n g 
people having just brought up 
two sons through what he calls 
“ this muck.” They’re on their 
own 
now. 
“ Buck,” 
22, 
is 
married and manages a ranch in 
Colorado. Brion, 19, now lives 
in Nashville where he works for 
a food company. 
Ford admits the boys went 
through 
some 
periods, 
like 
most 
youths, 
where 
it 
was 
"touch and go.” 
“ But 
everything 
is 
fine 
now," he adds. 
“ What these young people

None rank higher with him 
than the Brothers and Sisters, a 
Milwaukee group of 12 bouncy

refers to

television . He tells his audience 
in introducing the group: “ The 
boys look like boys and girls 
look like girls and that’s just 
the way I like it.” 
’Ilie man who’s sold over 15 
million religious albums says 
he’s very enthusiastic about the

Dallas, 
nationwide 
Christian crusade 
for young people. 
But, he has a quick answer 
for youth who claim to “ find 
Christ” by “ turning on” with 
drugs. 
“ Cop-out!” he calls it. 
“ The 
pusher 
loves 
that 
theory and 
we 
let him get 
away with it,’ ’ he adds. 
Ford, who’s retired from 
television 
twice, 
manages to 
keep 
very 
active. 
His 
first 
retirement came in 1961 when 
he 
jolted 
the entertainment 
world by leaving his top-rated 
nighttime T V show in favor of 
his northern California ranch. 
T h a t 
ranch 
has 
now 
blossomed 
into 
four 
Eagle 
Banner ranches in California, 
Nevada and Oregon. They are 
jointly 
owned 
by Ford, his 
manager of long standing. Jim 
Loaks, and his attorney. They 
are presently raising 14,000 head 
of cattle at the four locations. 
Ford still has four years left 
under 
his 
present 
record 
contract with Capitol the firm 
he’s been with 23 years. And 
he’s planning a T V special later 
this fall or next spring. Then 
there’s a new album due out in 


the fall. 
H e’s 
satisfied 
with 
the 
present entertainment 
pace 
three or four guest shots a year 
for old friends, a special now 
and then, and some state fairs 
or summer shows like Starlight 
thrown in for good measure. 
After a mid-July hunting trip 
to Canada and Alaska, he’ll fly

H ast.” (Doubleday). 
Aaron explains 
that 
his 
transform ation from homo­ 
sexuality to heterosexuality 
was "neither easy nor in­ 
stantaneous. but worth every 
bit of effort that went into 
it. 1 like being m arried: it 
gives me a feeling ot stabil­ 
ity and rightness that 1 never 
had before,” lie says. 
The nam e William Aaron 
is a pseudonym, even though 
the author says that his nat­ 
ural tendency was to "tell 
all under my real nam e and 
let the chips fall where they 
m ay.” 
Now he has been happily 
m arried for seven years and 
has two sons. He says he 
didn’t want to upset his in­ 
laws with “ such a candid 
account of the pa t life of 
ine man their daughter mar- 


ried.” 
A aron’s wife, however, has 
known all along about his 
past and before their m a r­ 
riage told him that it she 
lost him to either other worn 
en or men it would only be 
because she deserved it. 
William A a r o n was no 
part-time homosexual. Until

The 40-year-old believes he 
was 
led 
to 
homosexuality 
"because of terrible child­ 
hood 
fears 
of 
impotence. 
Male things m ade me nerv­ 
ous and edgy. 1 was sm art 
enough to see that something 
was wrong, but not sm art 
e n o u g h to do something 
about it," he recalls of his 


childhood years 
H o m o s e x u a l i t y , he ex 
plains, is a strongly addic­ 
tive problem. "You have a 
m om entary fixation with sex 
and within a few hours ev­ 
erything is gone and you 
have to start again ” There 
is rarely any kind of ra p ­ 
port or relationship such as 
can be found in norm al het­ 
erosexual courtship. 
As for the gay liberation 
m ovem ent and their "gay is 
good.” slogan, Aaron has a 
range of opinions. He can't 
understand the slogan be­ 
cause he says that "I c an ’t 
see that there’s any achieve­ 
ment to being a homosexual, 
so why be proud of it.” 
On the other side, how­

mulation 
of 
fluid, 
called 
edem a. 
Som etim es 
it 
is 
caused by hormones. Fluid 
m ay accum ulate before the 


monthly period, and m any 
women have difficulties with 
this problem in the m eno­ 
pausal and post-menopausal 
periods when they are tak 
ing hormones. 


Heart 
disease 
can 
also 
cause 
edem a 
because; 
of 
poor 
circulation. 
It 
can 
cause fluid to accum ulate in 
the lungs, causing an asth­ 
m atic type reaction, som e­ 
tim es called cardiac asthm a, 
or it can cause fluid in the 
feet, 
legs, 
liver and else­ 
where*. So can kidney dis­ 
ease. 
The im portant thing to do 
is to correct the* underlying 
problem, if possible, whether 
it is hormones, heart, liver, 
kidney or otherwise*. 
Obviously, since there are 
so m any causes for edem a, 


its treatm en t involves a long 
list of different medicines. 
Only your doctor, who is 
totally 
fam iliar with 
your 
case 
and 
understands 
the 
causes for your edem a, can 


know which one of these is 
prope*r in your case. 


The diet is im portant in 
most of these problem s and 
1 would especially want you 
to know that drinking ordi­ 
nary w ater in m ost instances 
will not influence your reten­ 
tion of fluid. Rarely the sodi­ 
um content of city w ater is 
too high. If so you buy bot­ 


tled water, m ake sure it is 
distilled water, not mineral 
uniter. Your body rem ains 
fluid because it retains the 
sodium that occurs in salt. 
Distilled w ater does not con­ 
tain sodium. 
F ruits and fruit juices are 
allowed and usually contain 
very little sodium. Although 
s o rn e 
vegetables 
contain 
some sodium, if they are 
cooked without salt and no 
salt is added, they can usual­ 
ly be eaten. The sam e thing 
applies to rice 
and 
most 
cereals. Of course, you need 
to avoid products m ade with 
salt, like some bakery prod­ 


ucts. Sodium occurs in most 
anim al 
products, 
including 
m eat, fish, lowl and dairy 
products. These have to be 
eaten in limited quantities 
to restrict the salt intake in 
the diet. 
However, 
if one 
overdoes this, he will not be 
getting 
adequate 
protein. 
For most people, I

WASHINGTON (N E A ) 
What was om itted from the U.S.-Soviet arm s agreem ent 
m ay be more significant than what w as agreed on.

The Russian intervension w orldw ide undoubtedly will 
be aim ed both at gaining bases for their own fleets and 
in inducing countries allied with the United States to 
deny their harbors to A m erican nuclear subm arines 
and their land to A m erican nuclear-carrying planes. 
The agreem ents are expected also to push the R us­ 
sians toward even greater work 
on cruise m issiles, 
low-flying guided m issiles which can evade m ost radar 
defenses. These can be fired from surface ships and 
subm arines. The Soviet Union already has m ade con­ 
siderable progress on very short range cruise m issiles 
such as the Styx. 
C ruise m issiles known to this reporter as being d e­ 
veloped by any country will have a potential range of 
a few m iles to a hundred or so. The prospect, however, 
is that within a decade a 1,000-mile version m ight be­ 
com e practical. 
With presently known defense techniques, such m issiles 
w'ould m ake W ashington alm ost defenseless, even with 
the 100-missile ABM system now proposed For, as noted 
above the cruise m issiles would fly in too low for radar 
to give sufficient warning. 
The cruise m issile is not lim ited by the agreem ents, 
t 'nloss adapted to air use by bom bers which could hide 
like subm arines, it would give the R ussians a m ajor ad­ 
vantage in attacking m ainland targets 
For. with its 
lim ited range, the projected 1,000-mile cruise m issile 
tired from a subm arine could be highly effective against 
the U S. east and w est coast. 
But by contrast, only a sm all percentage of the R us­ 
sian people and R ussian industry are sufficiently close 
to stretches of sea wide enough to provide sufficient 
hiding places for the m issile-firing subm arines 
The m ajor w eakness of the agreem ents probably is 
that, other than for the lim ited ABM system s allowed 
near each capital, they m ake no provision for the pro­ 
tection of either country’s com m and, control and com ­ 
m unications sy ste m s- the m eans by which a head of gov­ 
ernm ent keep's in contact and control. 
P rotection of com m and, control and com m unications 
is essential not only to enable a country to feel assured 
it can successfully protect itself in a w ar, but equally 
essen tial in bringing a war to a quick end if the outbreak 
is accidental 
But to end the war, once started, both need to be able 
to control their forces. 
This om ission contrasts sharply with what this re­ 
porter regards as the m ost significant item actually w rit­ 
ten into the agreem en ts—guaranteed protection for the 
spy satellies of both nations. If this part of the bargain 
is adhered to. it should lessen greatly the chances for 
both accidental and deliberate w ar. 
The m ore thoroughly we know what the Soviet Union 
is doing, and the m ore certain they are that w e know 
exactly what they are doing, the less likelihood of Soviet 
accidents or chance-taking.
